about good 

- one of the lowest grades in most grading standard books. Typically an about 
good coin is a very worn coin with some outline of the design and a readable 
date. Falls below below the grade of good. 

About Uncirculated 

- Same as 11 Almost Uncirculated". (See "almost uncirculated**.) Sometimes 

abbreviated as "AU". 


abrasion 


- marks or small scratches on the surface of a coin where another coin or object 
has slid across or bumped the coin. Can also be caused by the coin sliding in a 
holder or coin drawer. Not as deep or noticeable as bag marks. Just a touch of 
wean usually found on the high parts of a coin or in the open fields
